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Touching Picture of the Hardships Before Santiago, 
Drawn by a Clergyman Who Was 
With the Army. 


LITTLE FOOD FOR THE FIGHTERS; 


LESS MEDICINE FOR THE SICK. 


Commanders of Brigades and Regiments Begged Clara Barton 
for Supplies for Their Hungry Men. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 8.—Rev. Peter Maoc- 
' Queen of Bomerville, Mass., has returned 
from Santiago, where he witnessed the 
battles with the Spaniards, and assisted:¢in 
the care of the wounded. He was not at- 
tached to any command, but went to Cuba 
on his own account to study special phases 
of the war. 

Dr. MacQueen, who ie a- Congregational 
minister, writes touchingly of what he saw. 
“Iliness,”’ he says, “has decimated the army 
more than Mausers, and our men shudder 
to think what would have happened had 


the Spaniards held out ten days more. No 
words can describe the hunger and misery 
after the battles, when some of the men 
had no tents, no fod, no blankets. Many 
men. went 48 hours on hardtack and a litile 
water, and up to and after the surrender 
the men suffered everything, from hunger 
end want of medical supplies. 

“If you asked for quinine from the reet- 
mental doctor he would dole it out to you as 
a miser does gold. Yet you never asked a 
soldier for half of his hardtack and got re- 
fused. His canteen waa yours in the heat 
of tropic days; and you could share his 
Dianket anywhere at any time that night. 

“There is a great deal of true religion, 
too, in camp. One could tell the Catholic 
boys by the little lockets they carry around 
their necks, and all the boys could sing 
hymns when they tried. 

“One night, I well recall, before the sur- 
render. The band of the First Iiljnois on a 
hill above us played “The Star Spangled 
Ranner,’ then a band beyond took it up 
and it passed five miles along the line— 

rand axon tune, dieplacing airs of old 

aéstile. After a few moments’ silence one 
of the ‘Rough Riders’ started ‘On the 
Ranks of the Wabash.’ One line was very 
Seetty: *The moon is soft and fair upon the 
“Wabash; from the hilis there comes the 
ecert of new-mown hay.’ 

“ "Great heavens!’ I said to Capt. Luna, 
“what recollections that must ring to 
them among these etenchful trenches.’ 

“Then they sang ‘Sweet Rosie O'Grady., 
Finally somebody started ‘Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.’ The bovs sang it through, every 
word. Two or three hymns were sung, the 
lads, with splendid voices, making the little 
bills rejoice. ’ 

“They seemed to know the words and 
tunes so well that I remarked to Arizona 
mn: *These boys know hymns pretty well, 

am,’ 

“*Parson,’ said Sam, eveing me conde- 
scendingly, ‘them yer fellers has got good 
memories. It's a long time since any o’ 
that lot heard them hymns in church. And 
ez fur religion, ef you want to know. them 


boys need tobacco a great deal more than 
they needs hymn books.’ 

“It was those Arizona men that young 
‘Rert’ McMillan, son of Commissioner Mc- 
Milian of New York, joined. I saw many 
of hig lettere to his father, in which he 
shows the true man and soldier. In one 
letter he said he did not wish to join the 
New York millionaires, but, rather, these 
cowboys: for, he said, they were perhaps 
rough outside, but true blue from stem to 
stern, 

“When one reads this boy's letter where 
he tells his father how.he bagged two 
Spaniards in a fight, and how next morn- 
ing he kissed his mother’s picture. read the 
old Bible and prayed for them at home, one 
feels the days of chivalry and honor have 
not passed. 

“A New Mexico ‘rider’ told me of Bert 
McMillan: ‘He wan't a robust lookin’ chap, 
but he could shoot well, and he wasn't soon 
turned. He was one of the first to get to 
the top o' the hill.’ 

“The sufferings of the refugees at El 
Caney were frightful. A Spaniard offered 
$100 in American gold for 100 pounds of flour. 
One woman I saw gave a soldier a gold 
bracelet for two hardtacks. Many a time 
a bottle of wine sold for a mouthful of 
meat. 

“The Spaniards are dirty; the Cubans 
dirtier; the Spaniards are.hungry, the Cu- 
bans hungrier. A negro of the Fourth 
Cavalry described our Santiago allies as 
the ‘eatinest lot o' dam scoundrels’ he ever 
saw. 

“lt saw Gen. Ludlow and Gen. Wood and 
Col. Roosevelt, all within the space of an 
hour. come to Clara Barton at the plier 
where she was unloading her stores from 
the State of Texas, and vy beg of her 
for cornmeal and rice, mi and a few 
dried fruits. 

‘Our men are sick,’ they said, ‘and more 
will be sick.’ ' 

‘‘Miss Barton helped them all. But when 
they had gone, she said to me: ‘If the 
American Commissary cannot send in food 
in time of peace to a handful of men, what 
could it do with an army as large as that 
we had in the Civil War?’ 

‘‘Even the iron will of Theodore Roose- 
velt was shattered when he, half ill him- 
eelf, sat on the stump of a cocoanut tree 
as I bade him good-by. He had 121 men ill 
out of 430, and 25 men ill in one company 
of 50 men. 

"If we were hemmed in by the enemy,’ 
he glocmily remarked, ‘or if we were mak. 
ing a last stand for national existence, we 
could bear it and more without complaint. 
But we are in a land of peace and behind 
us the great America with granaries burst- 


ing with every kind of food, and I cannot 
ouy at any price food or delicacies for my 
sick men.’ ”’ 


SERIOUS SITUATIONATMANILA 


—— 


Aguinaldo’s Successes Have Completely Turned 
His Head. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—The Adminis- 
tration has cause to worry over the situa- 
tion at Manila. It has become apparent 
that Aguinaldo’s success has completely 
turned his head, and the influence which 
he exerts over several hundred thousand 
semi-civilized or even. barbarous = §war- 
riors presents a serious complication. The 
conditions which confront the comparalive- 
ly smal) forces under Gen. Merritt's com- 
mand between Cavite and Manila are 
shown by official reports to be even more 
dangerous than intimated in press dls- 
patches and the Administretion is gratified 
to see that most of the influential news- 
papers of the country have come to ap- 
preciate some of the responsibilities which 
will be imposed upon the Government if 
the United States found it necessary to 
take permanent possession of the archi- 
pelago. 

This contingency was thoroughly con- 
. sidered by the military and naval authori- 
ties as early ag the middle of May when 
Gen. Merritt was selected to take an army 
corps across the Pacific. This was before 
Aguinaldo assumed an impudent attitude 
and at a time when he was giving every 
assurance of subordination to Admiral 


Dewey. About that timé the military au- 
thorities in conference at Washington, ‘both 
Gen. Miles and Gen. Merritt being present, 
carefully studied all conceivable phases of 
the establishment of an American protec- 
torate over the Philippine group, and agreed 
that the minimum strength of the United 
@tates land forces that would be essential 
was ae follows: For garrison of Philippines 
150,000 -men; for garrison of Luzon Isiand 
alone, &; men; for garrison of Manila 
alone, 25,000 men. 

These estimates were based upon the as- 
sumption that for a considerabie period at 


least after the expulsion of the Spaniards 
all the native leaders would exhibit their 
gratitude to the Americans by heartily sup- 
poewne the new order of things. From the 
vest information that could be obtained re- 
garding the habitea and characteristics of 
the natives, Gens. Miles and Merritt, as 
well as other army officens who discussed 
the matter, were convinced that whether 
the American occupation was to be for one 
year or five years, a standing force equal] 
to that given above would be indispen- 
sable. They agreed that while such a force 
might have little to do most of the time, 
as had been the case with army garrisons 
several years ago in the far West, the na- 
tives could no more be relied upon to con- 
tinue their peaceful pursuits for an reat 
length of time than the American Indians 
in farmer days, and that with smaller gar- 
risons an uprising might lead to a disaster 
which would horrify the United States. 

As a consequence of these deliberations 
and conclusions regarding the whole PhiI- 
ippines group, the attention of the authori- 
ties was then concentrated.upon the proba- 
bility of the retention of the islands of 
Luzon alone and after debating the matter 
and digesting a vast amount of informa- 
tion about that Island the officers ard offi- 
clails*'were unanimously of the opinion that 
it would be indiscreet tn the extreme to 
attempt to control the 3,000,000 inhabitants 
of Luzon with less than 50,000 men. 

Anh 2 study of the condition at Manila 
having due regard to the continuance there 
of Admiral Dewey’s squadron, resulted in 
the authorities discovering nothin to war- 
rant any modification of the pro- 
posed garrison of that city, which was con- 
sidered a most conservative estimate, and 
the fact that Gen. Merritt's command was 
fixed at 25,000 men is taken to Indicate that 
this government a month ago did not se- 
riously contemplate the occupation:of more 
territory by the army than that included 
in the city of Manila, while the navy; with 
its ships and marines, maintained posses- 
sion of Cavite and Manila Bay.

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ASTOR WAS IN THE FIGHTING. 


The Colonel Recounts His Experience in the 
Battles Before Santiago.

NPW YORK, Aug. 3.—Lieutenant-Colone!]

fined customs which belligerent nations 


usually respect. 

The custom generally ohserved is for 
& peace commission to be appointed 
from each of the warring nations, The 
commissiong meet in some selected 
spot and spend weeks In presenting to 
one another their positions, the victor 
making this demands and the van- 
quished agreeing to as small conces- 
sions as possible. The result is the 
formation of a treaty, usually signed 
by the members of the commissions, 
and in governments like the United 
States presented to the legislative body 
for ratification. In the meantime, per- 
haps, an armistice is declared between 
the two armies pending the action of 
the commission, though this is not nec- 
essary, and the question of deeds of 
violence or breaches committed by the 
members of either army during an 
armistice has given rise to many dell- 
cate points in international law. 

A treaty may be in any form, but {fs 
usually reduced to writing. It is some- 
times verbal. The treaties among Eu- 
ropean powers, however, are generally 
written, and begin, “In, the name of 
the Most Holy and Indivisible Trinity.”’ 

All treaties must be ratified before 
becoming effective. In .the United 
States the power of treaty making is 
vested in the President, but two-thirds 
of the Senate must ratify it. It has 
been questioned whether or not the 
House of Representatives has not a 
negative power, by refusing to pass 
such laws as the treaty may direct, 
but the opinion seems prevalent that 
a treaty is a solemn pledge of the na- 
tion to follow. out its requirements, 
and that the House of Representatives 
cannot properly refuse to pass its re- 
quired laws. 

The last treaty of peace entered 
into by:this Government was the 
treaty which ended the war between 
the United States and Mexico. It was 
signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo, Feb. 2, 
1848. Mr. Trist, who was the American 
representative, began the negotiations 
with Mexico while the war was yet 
raging. He met the Mexican commis- 
sioners and by allowing a clause to 
creep into the compact that cast a 
shade of doubt over the exact bounda- 
ries of the acquisitions of the United 
States, found himself out of favor with 
the administration and waa promptly 
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recalled. No substitute representative 
of this Government was provided, and 
Gen. Scott, commanding the army, 
was even at this juncture not invested 
with any authority to make peace. 
He was instructed to transmit to 
Washington whatever proposals the 
Mexican Government wished to make, 
and to continue movements for carry- 
ing on-.the hostilities. 

Mr. Trist, however, assumed the re- 
sponsibility, though deprived of all of- 
ficial authority, and with the Mexican 
Commission drew up the. treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, Feb. 2, 1848. The 
treaty was sent to President Polk, who 
transmitted it to Congress. Congress 
was indignant. The Senators consid- 
ered the treaty simply in the light of a 
compact between a private citizen of 
the United States and the Commis- 
sioners of Mexico. They considered it 
binding. however, on the part of Mex- 
ico, as any unratified treaty might be, 
because her authorized commissioners 
had signed it. The discussion in Con- 
gress was long and heated, but al- 
though so irregularly negotiated, the 
treaty was ratified with a few altera- 
tions on (March 10, 148. The Mexican 
Congress subsequently ratified it May 
30, 1848. Trist, who had represented 
this Government, was dismissed. 

The Mexican treaty was signed by 
Mr. Trist, for the United States, and 
Don Luis G. Cuevas, Don Bernardo 
Conto and Don Miguel Atristain, the 
Mexican commissioners. The treaty 
contained 23 articles, and one addi- 
tional and secret article stipulating 
that the ratification by the Govern- 
ment of Washington might: be deferred 
four months beyond the term fixed in 
the open articles of the treaty. The 
principal conditions were—the restora- 
tion of peace, the cession of Texas, 
New Mexico and Upper California; the 
payment by the United States in con- 
sideration of the territory, of $15,000,000, 
and a contract to restrain the incur- 
sions and misconduct of the Indians 
on the northern frontier. ¢ 

In European countries the “concert 
of powers” interests itself in every 
treaty made by members .of the con- 
cert. ‘The warring nations sit simply 
as representatives in the peace negotia- 
tions and the terms and concessions 
are dictated by the convention. It will 
be interesting to know what attitude 
and what part the powers will play 
the treaty between the United Stat 

and Spain. 
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CUBAN PRISONERS 
MUST BE SET FREE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—President Mc- 
Kinley will eoon be asked to _ include 
among the pfovisions upon which peace will 
be established with Spain the freeing of 
all Cubans imprisoned by that country for 
offenses which may be classed as political, 
In all the Spanish penal colonies—Ceuta 
and the like, there are about 600 Cubans 
who have been captured during the last 
three ycars. The horrors of these prisoners 
have been fully described lately and it has 
been eaid the punishment met*d out to 
these men is altogether out of keeping 
with their crimes. 

This effort will be made by Tomas Es- 
trada Palma, the Preqident of the Cuban 
Junta. In fact, he has already instituted 
an agitation to that end, and he wiil not 
give up until his object has been accom- 
plished. Friends of his are now at work in 
the capital, with this purpose in view, and 
they will soon be in communication with 
the officials. 

‘Is it not just and fair that this should 
be done?” said President Palma. ‘Here Is 
a war won with the help of the Cubans. 
Thousands of prisoners have been taken by 
the American Army and they are not to be 
kept, but are to be sent back to Spain. 
This is magnanimous on the part of Amer- 
ica, but would it not be a good thing to 
make this a vehicle for the liberation of 
the Cubans who have been imprisoned 
since the war began? 

“I think this would be a most laudable 
plan, and I do not think it_ will be neces- 
sary to do much urging. : think ft will 
commend itself to any thinking man that 
the Cubans, who are in prison for the very 
thing for which the Americans have gone 
to war should be free now that Spain has 
been defeated, and that there is so good a 
chance to exchange them for some of the 
thousands of the Spaniards, who have been 
ystured in the war.

MISERY AMONG THE 
PEOPLE OF HAVANA. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Accounts o the 
condition of affairs in Havana, Matan- 
zas and Cardenas have been given by pas- 
sengers of the steamer Fridtjof Nansen, 
which has arrived.from Sagua. She brought 
29 refugees, most of whom were Spaniards, 
who had made all sorts of sacrifices to 
escape from the island in anticipation of 
its being controlled by the insurgents. Many 
of them were well supplied with funds, hav- 
ing turned all their available property into 
cash. They paid $250 each for passage. 

Almost all those aboard being Spanish 
sympathizers, a meeting was held in the 
saloon while the ship was off Barnegat, 
N. J.. at which a majority pledged them- 
selves to refuse to give any information 
to Americans. 

‘A few gas lamps are still burning in the 
streets, but the electric lights are 
lighted on Thursday nights, when 
music in the Parque Centrale. 
ghastly mockery those concerts are, 
so many people starving to death within 
sound of the mueic. All the theaters are 
closed and. their lobbies are nightly crowd- 
ed with the homeless poor. Wine is the 
only thing in the city that is-plentiful and 
cheap, 20 that even the poor can get a lit- 
tle at times. 

‘‘Almost all the stores in Weyler and 
O’Reillv streets are closed, as are the prin- 
cipal hotels. The stock of coal is; almost 
completely exhausted and for a few days 
the local trains that run to Vedado, past 
the Santa Clara battery, were stopped for 
wart of fuel. They are now burning wood, 
but even that will soon be gone.” 

Juan Zarraga Zarte said: “I do not know 
anything of the condition of things in Ha- 
vana. but I do know that there is much 
misery at Cardenas and Matanzas. Things, 
however, might be worse, considering the 
atringency of the blockade. Much starva- 
tion has been avoided by. the foresight of 
the merchants, who, in afiticipation of the 
outbreak of the war, laid in large etores of 
provisions. Of course they have sold at high 
rrices, and I heard of oné man who made 
$400,000 in a speculation inj flour in Sagua. 
All the stores which have provisions are 
kept under constant guard by soldiers to 
yrevent the starving people 

hem. Every one is tired of the war and 
on all hands one hears prayers that peace 
will soon come.”’ 

The Nansen brought up a cargo of sugar 
which she discharged at Williamsburg. 
She also brought 368 bales of tobacco and 322 
cases of cigars. This was the first «cargo 
of sugar reaching the United States since 
the surrender of Santiago.
